For this cauſe therfore aretheſe miſdee- 
mipglews,fore-cold, that vnleſſe they ameEded their 
lives, their deſtrution was at hand. C xz1sr lavs- 
ceththem , for to healethem ; hee threatnethchem z 
for to drawthem : hee denvugceth iadgements againſt 
them, for ro ſave them : his wordes are like the Ar- 
rowes of Tenathay, which were ſhot after Dauid, not 
to wownd him, but to giue him warxing. In olde 
tames, thus was G OD accuſtomed to reclaime be

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people: The writinges of the Prophets are cuen 
ſtuffed with woes . Take 4 booke faith GOD vnto Ter:36.16 
leremy , and write therein all theenill , that I determine 
to doe unto the houſe of ludah , that they may returne e- 
wery man from h13 exill way: and inthe ſame Chapter 
itis recorded, that when thiy heard the wordes of the 
booke they were amazed.

Amendment of life both by the Fathers and Mai- 
feers of the Schoolez is defined, to bee, A Grace of 
GOD, whereby we bewayle and hate our ſinnes commit- 
ted ,with a full reſolution , neuer to offend againe, in 
thoſe things, which we bane bewayled and hated , So 
that heere-vnto is required a double ae: one in re- 
ſpeR of matters paſt; which is proterits mala plan- 
gere: a lamenting for euills done ; An other inreipeR 
of that which is to come : and this is plangenda non 
egommittere , to abſtaine from that which we haue !a- 
mented, The whole nature of this Grace , is compri- 
ſed in theſe .two wordes : wmpbue and wreveue, 
The f#ftit is a gricfe, and ſorrrow of heart , follow- 
ingvyponanya@, or ſinne whatſocuer, which when 
itis committed doth diſplcaſe and vexe the ſoule. 
This amongſt the Latines, is called ( penitentis) 
penance ( A Pena ) ofthe paine or puniſhment which 
atrendeth vppon it : For ( penitet quem pena tenet) 
( ſaich Avgeſtine) hee is truely penutent , who when 
hee hath offended doth feele a Torment. The ſe- 
cond it is a voluntary deteſting, of that cuill which 
difpleaſeth; and an imbracingof the contrary : the 
followingof a good thing with pleaſure ad delight 
and this 1s called Recipiſcentia : repentance proper- 
ly. For as itis 9xe thing to bee griezed for a finne 
commirred , eyrher becauſe ot the deformitye of 
the finne it ſelfe; or becauſe. of the event which 


happe- 
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happeneth, or for ſome Iudgement which is laid 


vppon it : And an other thing , after the commit- 
ting of euill, to bee wiſe, and to reterne Tunis our 
G OD: ſois it oncti1ing to be penitent , and an #/her 
thing to repent. The firft may bee'in Reprobaresz 
bur not the ſecond: andinthe ele, the former, is 
but a degree or ſtep tothe latter. 1 he #ne is an effect 


of the Law, the other of the Goſpell. The one, lca- Mata7.3; 
dethvnto deſpayre and death: the other ingendreth * Cor,7.16 


hope, and worketh vnto life : The effi:ient cau'e of 
penance, is the knowledge of linne, and feare of dam« 
nation : The ethcicnt cauſe of repentance , is the 
* knowledge of Grace, and hope of pardon : The 
material cauſc of penaxee, is the wound of the conſci- 
ence, and the death of the foule . The materiall 
cauſe of repentance, is the remedy for that wound, 
which is the degih of Cax1sr. The formal cauſe 


+ of penance , is the horror of Conſcience , ryſing 


from the ſenſe of ſinne, and feare of Damnation. 
The formall cauſe of repentance, is conuerfion of 
the heart vito G O D thorough faith : by fayth 
to be rayſed vp, by hopeto bee ſuſtained, andina 
confidence vpon Carz1srt, to quiet and reſt our 
ſoules. The final cauſe of penance,is death and deſtru- 
Aion: there is the frune of the law. The final cauſe of 
repentance,is life & (aluationin Insvs Cumsr? here is 
the truit ofthe Goſpell.So that howſocuer prrauaners, & 
wrems, Law and Goſpell, penance and repentaxe , 
mult bee ioyned together , the one beeing a degree 
and ſteppe vnto an other : yer where there is a

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ſorrow for fin, without hope of grace: where there 
is knowledge of guiltineſſe, without amendment of life : 
wherethere is akil/;zg of the old mi z without a quict- 
ning oſthenewe: where there is the ſentence of death 
in the Soule, & notof {fein the Sauiour. Though 
we ſhould recount vnto G O,D, all our finnes ouer,8& 
ouer againe; euen in the birternes of our ſoules

there was inhim.penance without deſire of repetances 
griefe without faith a ſorrow without connerſion: 
whereas ſorrow, faith , and new obedience, they (hould 
go together, The firft, driueth tothe ſecond; ſorrow, 
to faith: The ſecondto the third: faythyto connerſions 
Sorrow Without faith is hopeleſſe ; faith without con- 
werſion,is fruitleſſe; the one killing, the other dead, 
all muſt concurre in true r ce - As it muſt 
' , haue the knowledgeof finnein Se falerifg fromthe 
 ' LawofG OD; anda forrow for finne inthe hearr, 


prenerng from the feare of puniſhment goe be- 
Yeir:ſo muſtic ſpring from faith, and by faith bee 
finiſhed : from the faith of ſcience, wherby wee giue 
credancevnto the Goſpell muſt it ſpring : and by the 


faith of confidence,, by which the heart is conuerted 
vnto G O Dis itfully perfeRed.

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There isno part of Chriſtian religion of that maine 
importance, Whercin men doe more voluntarily de- 
cciuethemſelues : then commonly they doe inthis 
duty of Repentance. In conſideration whereof it will

Muſtthen amendment of life, yeelde ſuch worthy 
fruites ? Is Care? Is Clearing ? Is Indignation? 1s 
Feare? 1s Deſire? Is Feale ? Is Pungbment, required 
heere-vnto? O then ( My belowed) to repent, can 
bee no light matter , nor trifling labour 3 which 
a man may haue atcommand, or performe when 
hee liſt. No,noe: As fixe dayes went before the 
creation of Man-kind : ſo muſt wee thinke of our 
Reeyeation; not as if wee were then connerted, when 
as Euening, and Morning , make theſecond,vrthird 
or fourth day : it is a fixt dayes worke : that is,much 
toyle and trauaile belongs vnto-it . Sinne cannot be 


. caſt offas an vpper garment . The heartes of fin- 


ners muſt ſuffer an Earth-quake with-in them , and 
tremble;and rende: There muſtbee morts/y1ng, and 
erucifymng ; and ſacrificing , both of Bodycs and 
Soules'. Strange wordes ! ( Mort" , Crucifying, 
Sacrifzeing ) arguing as ſtrange ations. That muſt

That ( as Saint 
Ambroſe ſpeaketh ) great ſinnes , craues Wece. 
ping, greatlamentation . If Naway will bee clean- 
ſed from his leprofic , hee muſt waſh himv-ſelfe ſea- 
uentimes in the water.: and if wee will purge vs 
from the filthinefle of our finne, wee. muſt-rench 
our ſelues often, with teares , wee muſt vnder-goe 
the 4gonie of Repentance : mingle our Drinke 


with weeping , water our Couches with Teares: yea 


the very blowd (as it were ) of our ſoules muſt guſh 
out of our eyes: wemult be gricucd, that wee can- 
not alwayes be gricucd..

the moſtioyfull yifory. 

s Laſtiychough wee knowe not whatit is to be- 

hold the Face of GOD : yer herein confiſteththe 

higheſt degree of happineſle, and therefore are the 

——_— - of the Saintes in Heauen ſuper-Superlatiue * 

E&,3 3.19, becauſe their eyes doe alwayes fee their King in his 
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glorie , Itis a pleaſing fight and delight-fome vnto 
the. cyc, to behold the Sunne: Sed illud oft verum 
gaudinmys ( (aith S. Bernard) non quod ae creaturs. ſed 

wod de creatore concipitur: but that is thetrue and 
onely ioy indeede,, which is conceived from che 
Creator , not from the Creature. Jobs leapt in his 
Mothers wombe, wher, but the Mother of his mz» 
ker came neere vnto him: the Wiſe-men reioyced * 


exceedingly , when they but ſawe his Starre. The 


Bethſhemits were comforted at the {ight of his Ark, 
weretheſe cauſes of great and wnwonted gladneſle ? 
Then are the Saints ravibed with ioy in Heauen, 
who behold theyr Creator face to face . If the peo- 
ple ſhouted for 1oy , ſoas the carth did ring againe 
with the ſound of their noyſe when Salomon was 


proclaimed King: O what a Hallal#i4h is there in t, King, 


Heauen , atthe (ight of the King of Peace, crow- 
ned in his Throne of Glonie > Haic comparats , oms- 
mis aliunde iucunditas, meror oft : omnu ſuauitas, do- 
lor: omme dulce , amarum : omne decorum , faduns, 
( faith Sarmt Bernard) Incompariſon ot this, all ioy, 
is ſadneſſe: all ſweetneſſe , ſowerneſſe : all beauty black- 
neſſe: yea all the delights in the World put them 
rogether; which haue beene , which are , which 
ſhall bee to the day of Iudgement : alf,arebur as 
a droppe of water , to the mayne Ocean , in re- 
ſpect of that bleſſedneſie which wee ſhall drinke

Let mee 
but ſhewe you now, what Saint A#g#ſiime (peakerh 
of the ioyes of Hzauen, and ſo will 1 paſſe vnto that 
,» Which followeth, Wee may (ſaith hee) ſooner tell 
,» You, What they arc not; then whatthey are. Yettake 
»» a ſuruaic ofrhoſe manifolde benefits , which GOD

And is not this then a moſt la- 
mentablc loflz, ro bee debarred from theſe ioyes of 
Heauen? Mce thiakes the remembrance of un thould 
diſmayethe heart of a wicked man. When heere- 
counteth with himſelfe chat hee ſhall bee ſhutte 
ou: off doores wich Dogges, thathee ſhallbe excluded 
from thoſe wnſpeakable iozes , which Cunisr In- 
svs hath bought with his pretious heart bloud: 
that hee ſhall bee bereft of that glory, whereof the 
beauty ofthe moſt glorious Creatures is bur a ſim- 
ple y 3 Nga = ſhall be caſt our =_ that 
re, bright, ard large place of happineſle : from 
5 Fur nar Did the loſſe of the Arke of 
Kant GOD cauſe Eyecobreake his neck ? This then is 
inoughto breake a Pharaohs heart in peeces; to know 
that afcer troubles heere, there is no hope of har- 
benr , of reft, of ſaftyinthe world rocome : that he 
ſhal be depryucd ot the faceof GO D, the ſeght of 
Cunisr, the ſellonſbyp of the Spirit , the comps- 
#y of holy Angetls , and bleſſed Saintes ; finally 
that hee ſhall haue no part in that great meaſare of 
ioy ; which is ſo infinite as ic canno>gneer into vs, 
but wee muſt enter into it: Thow good and faithfull 
Ma.25-2! ruant enter into thy Maiſters roy , O wotull , and 
vnſufferable luſſe ! more then can bee counter- 
uayled by the gayning of ten thouſand Worldes: 
Nay all the teares which ſhall be in Hell: will (faich 
Chr:ſoſlome ) neuer be luſh tient, to bewayle the loſle 
of Hcauen. 
And 1s this all the puniſhment , the impenirent 
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ſhall fuſtaine 2 ſhail they onely looſe the i-yes of 
Heaven ? we may not ſtay heere : They ſhal' pes 
riſþ , ehey ſha!l likewiſe tecle the teruble panes 
of Hell. 

Many mores are there ( ſaith Saint Hicrom) to 
ſlirrevs vpto amendment of our lines . The conft- 
deration of the Yeares, and of the bloud, which 
Cunt1sr ſhedde for finners: our owne ennume- 
rable offences ; the weakneſſe of owr bodies , and 
frailty of our lives: GODS continued mercy t- - 
wardes vs: his Isſlice and revenging power : but ef- 
pecially the feare of Joofing the rojes of Heaucy, All 
theſe are as ſpurres to prick vs forward to repen- 
tance : and as Trumpets to rowſe v3 vp from our 
carnall ſecuritye . Yet ſuch is the dulneſſe of mas 
ny , and*ſo dead a leepe are ſome in their finnes, 
as ſich motives as theſe will worke bur ſmall 
effetin them. Let Cunisr weepe till his Head, 
and Heart ake: let him ſuffer never ſo extreame 
Torments : let finnes bee as redde as ſcarlet : and 
lizes of all thinges moſt vncertaine: ſhewe GODS 
merciesgtell of his isdgments, Preach of the loſſe 
of Heaven . Yet were there no Hell to receiue 
them or Tortures prouided for them : they would 
eaſily put off all theſe with a T6: and bee as refo- 
lute for their owne deſtruction as Heſter was for 
the ſaving of ber people, If wee periſh , wee pe- 
riſh. Oderant peceare mali formi dine pane . Wic- 
ked ones , mutt beeſcarred from ftine ; with feare 
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of puniſhments: let them hen ſer before their eyes 

the fearefull and horrible paines of hell. 
Theſeia the Scriptures , are expreſſed by diuers 
Apoc. 10, Names, Sometimes they arecalled fire: bee that is not 
* wriit:nin the booke of life : is ſent into a lake of fre. 
Efa.66.24, Sometimes tiicy are tearmed 4 Worme : ' their worme 
ſhall not die . Verme roditur conſcientia,jgne cremantur 
corpora: ( (aich Bernard) with the wormeis their cor 
ſciences gnawed , and with the fire are their bodies 
burned. Somcrimes againe, are they ſet our , bythe 
loathſome ſtench of Brimſtone : vppon the wicked hee 
o__ 1... illraine fireand brimſlone. Ocherwhiles by weeping, 

at, 13-43 | 
andegnaſbing of teeth . Weeping becauſe of the firethar 
willnotbe quenched: and goaſhing, becauſe of the 
worme that wil not bee killed. the one comming from 
griefe, the other from rage . Sometimes they beare the 
names of thirſt, of hunger, of ſorrow , of ſkame . And 
ſuch peuury is there in hell, as there is nothing to re- 
leeuethe damned which are therein . The rich man 
begged a droppeof water , and could not haueit. 
guttam petyt ( faith Gregory ) quimicam negauit : hee 
craued a droppe,that denied a crumme . Neytheris 
italicele crorment to bee impriſoned , and tortured 
by the vgglie Fiendes of hell: by thoſe Echeopian Ar 
gellesz ( as Cyrillcalleth them ) whoſe armes ( ſaith 
Caſiian) are like the heades of Dragons, whoſe eyes 
ſhoote forth arrowes of fire : whole teeth, are like 
the tecth of Elephants 3 whoſe tayles are like the 
tayles of Scorpions, that is guſbfwull, and griſly Dixils: 
ifche ſight of o#eof them be able to bereaue a _ 
O 
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ofhis wittes : O how great will the horrour be, when 
they (hall «/ appeare? And whar doth the place of 
puniſhinentafford ?rhar place of confuſion ? of dark-

' neſſe? of chaines? of moſt horrible ſhapes? but enen Math.34, 

Ecchoes of woes, Well then; ſuppote oneto be bur- 

ning in a lake of fire, hauing a Yipey at his hearr, 

p alwayes gnawing and ſtinging his ſoxle: imagine boy- ; 


ling brew/loneto bee powred vppon him ; that with 
the heat thereof, hee is ſcalded : with the ſmoke 
thereof , hee 15 ſtifled , and with the noy/ome ſanwour 
continually choaked: ler him weepe, wayle, wring his 
handes , and ſtand gnaſting of his teeth: lethim be 
euer langaiſbing and pining with want of foode , de- 
nay him all things which may any waie caſe him. 
Conceiue yer further that he is bound handes and 
feete; thathe is affrighted and tormented wich wg glie 
Divells, and compatled round about with horrible 
darkeneſſe. Thinke well ofthe miſery of ſuch a man: 
and know thatthelc arethe paynes of an impenirent 
' wretch in hell. Theſe the paynes ? nay ( my belowed) 
theſe are not the tenthpart of Hels torments. Cuatsr 
calleth chem Ezerlaſting paynes: As they are extream 
without deereaſung , fo are they endleſie withour all re- yg, c,, 
demption, There aro ſighes, with-our pittying * cries Ver.laſt, 
without moning : lamentation, with-out relecuing : 
5 4 flood of black flimes, ener flowing: ibi dolores tor- 
Ee quent animmas, nonextorquent , puntunt corpora , non fi 
f- wiunt: (as Proſper ſpeaketh ) there is a Death, which 
[7 alwayes liuet!, and a Life, which alwayes dyeth: 
there 
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there heerhat tortoreth , fainterh not, and hee thar 
Soffereth fayleth not : There is Ewer purching fire, 
for warming loue : Ever baniſhmene, forreconcile- 
ment : Exer heauinelle, for ſinging ; Ever darkneſſe 
for ſhining : Exer ſetters, for crownes ; Ever gna- 
ſhing of ceeth , for clapping of handes: Exer mile- 
rable immortality and immorrtall miſcrye . Alaſſe 
who 13 able (ſaith Eſay) to dwell in everlaſting bur- 
#ings2it were ſome comfortinthe middeſt of aff: &:- 
ons, tothinke that owe day , _ will come vnto an 
end; andthe damned ſpirits in hell, hadthey bur a 
little hope, that after the ſpace of manye thouſand, 
thouſand yeares they ſhould bee releaſed : this /ittle 
ſparke in the middeſtof their Eames , would in ſome 
ortmake them ioyfull : but Ewerto burne , Ever to 
boyle; Ewer to weepe, Everio Wring,s Ever to bee in 
chaynes, to ſuffer vnlufterable rorments ; Exerla- 
ſting paynes ?
